U.S., Russia 
to Propose 
Nuclear Curb 


UNITED 
NATIONS (AP) - 


The United States and the So- 
viet Union plan to submit to the 
Geneva Disarmament Confer- 
ence shortly a joint proposal for 
a treaty to curb the spread of 
nuclear weapons. 


When the treaty draft goes 


before the 17*nation disarma- 
ment group, probably within the 
next few days, it may still be 
minus a provision for safe- 
guards against violations. 


U.S.-Sovlet negotiators have 


been unable for months to agree 
on the safeguards, or Inspection, 
clause. But U.S. diplomats are 
hopeful of reaching Big Two 
accord on this soon after sub- 
mitting the proposed treaty at 
Geneva, if not by then. 


This became known today fol- 


lowing a dinner meeting Tues- 
day night between Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro- 
myko at the headquarters of the 
Soviet U.N. mission. 


The Rusk-Gromyko session, a

between

Johnson and Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin, apparently finished the 
last phase of the summitry of 
Glassboro, N.J., the site of the 
Johnson-Kosygin parleys. 


Rusk had no further appoint- 


ments with Gromyko scheduled. 
He arranged to return to Wash- 
ington to report to the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee and 
the Cabinet today.

attracted much attention during the 
early eighties because of the mysteries 
and crimes allegedly occurring in and 
around it. 


The famous 
rocky 
mound, 
from 


which the place gets its name, is about 
half u mile from the town. This huge 
mound rises sentinel-like out of the 
surrounding country and is of a pe- 
culiar formation. *It is composed of 
sandrock, of which there is none any- 
where near this spot. On the southeast 
side of the hill there is a jagged scAr 
as though someone blasted it away, 
or, as one geologist said, it might have 
been a gas explosion. 


Clay Monts, of Hope, is living in one 


of the first houses built by the early 
settlers over a hundred years ago. This 
old house built of double logs, held to- 
gether with double pins is still intact. 
It was built by J. R. Mouser's people 
when they first came to Hempstead 
county. 


A Strange Tavern 


Just north of Mr. Monls' home across 


the creek, stood an old tavern that was 
a favorite stopping place of the rich 
planters on their way to and from 
Camden to sell their cotton. 


The tavern was operated by an old 


man, his wife and their two sons. It 
soon became evident that all was not 
as it should be with this family and 
they .were getting rich much 
faster 


than their trade warranted. The peo- 
ple began to notice that some of the 
wealthy guests that stopped at this 
tavern would disappear and their fine 
saddle horses would reappear later in 
other hands. Also, it became con- 
splcious that the garden of the inn 
was always freshly plowed although 
nothing ever grew in It. Naturally 
everyone concluded that these wealthy 
people 
were 
being 
robbed 
and 


'Murdered, and the old inkeeper was 
hoarding the spoils. However, there 
was no conclusive evidence so judg- 
ment had to be left to speculation. 


Finally the old man died, apparently 


sons. It was told that the mother, in 
order to prevent her boys from, get- 
ting the money had buried a good deal 
of it. Later she passed away, evidently, 
to judge by the following events, with- 
out disclosing the secret of the hid- 
den treasure. Anyway, on the day of 
her funeral both boys appeared at 
the yrave bloody and battered from 
fighting. In a short time these two 
sons left the ountry and so far as any 
of the old settlers know, they hafe 
never been heard of since. 


Dig for Treasure 


The story of buried treasure rapidly 


spread, attracting scores 
of people 


from all parts of the country. Some 
told that the money was buried in a 
huge Indian mound near the old Tav- 
ern. 
One man bought the mound and 


plowed a trench clear through the 
middle of it with a yoke of oxen. 
However, if he or anyone else ever 
profited from their search the news 
has never been made public. 


After the old tavern was deserted 


some of the curious investigated the 
place and from their finding this is 
the explanation that has been accept- 
ed concerning the crimes committed 
there. They tell that when an intended 
victim was decided 
upon 
he was 


ushered into the 
dining room and 


seated at the table in a chair which 
was placed directly over a trap door. 
This door was operated by a lever lo- 
cated near a member of the family. 
At the appointed time the person near 
the lever worked it opening the door 
and dropping the unfortunate guest 
into a dug well. If the fall did not 
kill him the victim was finished off in 
other ways. Alter he was robbed the 
body was buried in the garden which 
was plowed thus erasing al Itraces of 
the grave. 
, 


Since Mr. Monts has cultivated his 


fields that were near the spot where 
the toverri' stood, he has {flowed up 
human bones. He apparently has been 
cultivating the old garden spot which 
served such a gruesome purpose in the 
early days of the county. 


J. R. Mouser recounts an interest- 


ing event that occurred when he was 
just a boy living in this same old 
place, 


A Train Robbery 


One afternoon he and his parents 


noticed three riders pass their home, 
ride down to the water-tank by the 
railroad, dismount, tie their horses, 
and walk back up the road toward 
Hope. 


It was later learned that these three 


men came to Hope, biarded a north- 
bound passenger train and, getting the 
drop on the brakeman and conductor 
in the last coach, forced them to ac- 
company them through 
the entire 


train, robbing 
each 
ocach as they 


came to it. When they reached the 
engine they forced the engineer to 
halt the train while they made their 
getaway. 
However, this 
was where 


they made their slipup, for, instead of 
halting the train right at the water- 
tank where their horses were tied, the 
train was not stopped until it was 
some distance farther on. In order to 
make a quick break the robbers were 
forced to bury part of their loot in the 
creek bottom. 


Old Johnny Whitesides, who was 


on the train at the time of the hold- 
up, got off and immediately organiz- 
ed a posse, which stayed on the out- 
laws trail. Bob Bridewell was pres- 
et^ when the robbers were convicted 
and sentenced. 


While it is not an established fact, 


the story is told of an old Hardshell 
Baptiit preacher and his two sons-in- 
law, who got a divining rod and went 
to the bottoms one night to dig for 
the treasure. After digging until they 
were exhausted the old man suggest- 
ed they live the spot and return later 
after they were more rested. This was 
agreed to and the trio departed to get 
some rest. Evidently the old preacher 
had been the last one to dig, for it is 
believed he returned immediately and 
got some of the treasure. For when 
the sons-in-law came back to the spot 
there was the imprint showing where 
a box had been lifted out. Later the 
fatherin-law had more wealth than 
his preaching would enable him to ac- 
quire.

where Mr. Ike Bell has built u two- 
story apartment house. 


A nice frame church building was 


erected on this lot and the congre- 
gation worshipped in it for nearly ten 
years. It was burned in October, 1893 
and anther building was erected at 
once. However the members soon saw 
that it would not be u great while 
before they would be surrounded by 
business houses, and they begun to 
look for a new location. 


Dr. H. J. F. Gurrett hud bought lots 


number 10, 11 and 12, in block num- 
ber 12 as an investment, but when ap- 
proached by the 
members of 
the 


church and asked to let them have 
these for church purposes, he deeded 
these lots at cash $350.1)0 to A. J. An- 
derson and C. A. Atkins und they 
deeded them to the church trustees: 
J. W. Braiell, A. J. Anderson, J. A. 
Sullivan and C. A. Atkins, December 
3, 1902 and their successors in office. 


The new church building was mov- 


ed to its present location rind lots No. 
6, block 21 was sold to Mr. A. J. An- 
derson. 


Adolphus Andt'rson secured u patent 


to W one half of N one-quarter, sec- 
tion 33 Township 12, S. Range 24 West, 
which was laid out 
in town 
lots. 


Patent dated, June 5. 1875. block No. 
54 is nciluded in this land. Mrs. M. J. 
Lee, wife of A. A. Lee secured from 
Anderson the lots 3 and 4 in block 54 
and donated sawe to the Christian 
church for a parsonage, which present 
location was u.'ed for that purpose til 
the present location wns secured. 


On August 4, 1902. J. A. Sullivan, J 


W. Brazell, Elders, and C. A. Atkins 
and A. J. Anderson. Deacons, Trus- 
tees of the church sold to A. J. An- 
derson lots 3 and 4, in block No. 5< 
being all in same block and lots south 
of the dividing line between the Nortl 
and South quarter of the East one- 
half Section 33 Township 12, Range 
24 to the line of Sixth stret. 


On the northeast part of this pres 


ent property the* parsonage now usec 
by their pastor was built and finisher 
about the 24th day of May. 1904. On 
the Went part of this property, in the 
year 1910 a large one story room was 
built to accomodute the overflow froir 
their Sunday school. Right recently 
their property has been inproved very 
much by u nice concrete side-walk 
extending the length of the property 
on the East and South. Tints equipped 
they aer prepared to wage the con- 
flict which has come down to us from 
Adam's transgression. 


When the church was organised in 


1882 Mrs. M. J. Lee und husband ad- 
vertised in one of their church news- 
paper*, published in Texas for u 
preacher. A young, single inon nam- 
ed H. Ab. Smith, one day presented 
himself to A- A. Lee in answer ot the 
advertisement. At that time Mr. Lee 
Was engaged in the met cauliIt- busi- 
ness in a large one-story frame build- 
ing, occupying the ((round, which is 
now covered by the stores uf Wiiddlv 


Bros, and Word it Key up to the little 
alley on the north. The name of the 
firm was Faulkner & Lee. Mr. Lee 
took the young man up to the depot 
and pointed to the other side of North 
Division street, and said, "There is 
your home as long as you behave 
yourself." I have a horse, saddle and 
bridle and I want you to use your 
spare time from the Hope church in 
Mission work 
in 
the 
surrounding 


country. This 
preacher 
Smith 
did 


preaching in several places, and or- 
ganized a church at Sard is. He used 
Mr. uLe'.s horse to such advantage that 
it became known throughout the coun- 
try as "The Mission Horse." Rev. H. 
Ab. Smith was the first preacher. He 
was followed by Rev. T. J. Shelton 
who served the church acceptably for 
one year, when he received a call to 
the church at Little Rock and was 
there for some years. Rev. Perkinson 
came next and remained in the service 
for two years. He was followed by 
Rev. 
Kimbrough Ferguson. He served 


the church for one year. Rev. Gran- 
ville Jones a native of the State of 
Arkansas, was, the next preacher, He 
hud quite a reputation as a temper- 
ance lecturer and remained only one 
year with this church, after which he 
resumed his work in the cause of 
prohibition. 


His brother Rev. Arthur Jones came 


next and served the church for two 
years. He was also in the same work 
uf his brother and was a great lectur- 
er. Just before the Spanish-American 
war Rev. Wright preached one year 
fir this church, when he was appoint- 
ed chaplain of the Regiwent, which 
joined and served as such during that 
war. 


Rev. 
J. M. Ratcliff succeeded him 


Besides his ministerial work, he con- 
ducted u newspaper for a time am 
was engaged in the mercantile busi- 
ness, with his son-in-law. Goff, who 
has been yard foreman for the Iron 
Mountain Ry., Co., for some years 
Rev. 
Ratcliff erved thi church for two 


year and wa rated a a good preacher 
Rev. 
Breedon, who wa a widower 


with everal children, came next ant 
served this church fur two years, am 
was followed by Rev. Stanley, who 
remained for six or seven months ant 
was dismissed because an unfavorable 
leport had been 
received 
by tht 


church. Rev. J. D. Davis served the 
L-luirch just before Stanley and re- 
mained two years. During the reviva 
held al Boyett's cotton warehouse, by 
Major Cole, the Christian church had 
for its precaher Rev. C. L. Wilson, 
who remained for one year. He and 
the congregation did not work in har< 
nt'.ss very well and he had to leave, 


'v. Spurlock was the next precaher 


to M-i've this church for a year, when 
he resigned to utv'ote himself to a 
note! which he had bought. It was 
on the grounds where the Park Hotel 
low stands. It was u frame building 
and was burned 
and 
rebuilt 
and 


jought by the present owner of the 
Park Hotel. 


Rev. U. M. Bnuder was tha next 


preacher and served the church during 
he year 1903 und 1904. He was fol- 
uwccl by Rev. Percy G Cross. He! 


was a great preacher and "us now doing 
splendid work as an evangelist, and 
laving great success in his work. He 
served this church during the years 
1907, 
1908 and 1909. He was a fine 


preacher and did good work while 
lere. Rev. B. E. Newton came next 
for the years 1910-1911 and 1912. He 
was a good preacher and did good 
work for the church while here he 
aecame interested in the Knights of 
Luther, a society opposed to the Ro- 
man Catholic church and quit the po- 
sition in this church to lecture in that 
cause. His home was here for some 
time after giving up this church. For 
a while the church was without a 
preacher. Then Rev. Thary was here 
for a year and he was succeeded by 
the present pastor, the Rev. James N. 
Thomas, who came to the church on 
the first day of September, 1915. It is 
the custom of this church to keep a 
preacher as long as he is acceptable to 
the congregation and is doing good 
work. Bro. Thomas is well liked by 
riis people, as well as the other 
churches of Hope. He works in har- 
mony with the other preachers and 
it is to be hoped thai his stay among 
us will last for a long time. 


It is also the policy of this church 


to elect its officers in church and Sab- 
bath school to serve during the wil 
and pleasure of the membars and no1 


for life terms, as some other churches 
do. When the present pastor came 
there was a general reorganization anc

.d first to- Texas und now Mr. Tyson 
ives in California: A. J. Anderson. 
mown to all his friends as "Uncle 
Andy" and at present is on the retired 
ist due to old age und failing health. 


During the 
year 
1874, a Baptls 


preacher named Willis built the firs 
school house in Hope, Ark. He bough 
lots 2 and 3 in block SI, which block 
has its west front on Walnut street 
and Its east front on Hazel street. The 
school building was erected on Ibts ! 
and 3, which form the south corner o 
the block. It was a two-story frnme 
having the north end divided into two 
rooms, 20x20 down stairs, making suf- 
ficient 
room 
for 
the 
family as a 


dwelling. The west portion was di- 
vided into school rooms. The build- 
ing was about 100 feet long. Mr. Wil- 
lis opened his school in the fall and 
continued through a portion of the 
year 1875, dying before the end of that 
year. The property fell into the hands 
of a daughter, Miss Cora Willis, fron 
whom, in December, 1875, C. A. Bride- 
well rented the property. In looking 
for a school roll, a few nights since, 1 
found the written contract made with 
Miss Cora Willis at the time. 


On the first day of January, 1870 I 


opened the school and continued to 
teach fo rthe years 1876, 1877, 1878 and 
1879. During the first few months I 
had no assistant, but the school began 
to fill up, so I wrote to Miss Mollie 
Malone, who had taught with me at 
Camden, Ark., and who was teaching 
in 1'exas, and asked her to come to 
help me. She gave up her position at 
once 
and 
came to Hope. We two 


managed to conduct the school for two 
years from the beginniing, when it 
became necessary to have more help, 
so "Mrs. Bell, the wife of Judge Bell, 
and mother of .Ike, Jessie and Maggie 
Bell, three of my old scholars, now 
living in Hope, and Mrs. Wallis, wife 
of Judge W. M. Wallis and mother of 
Mrs. Robert Penny, Walter Wallis, and 
Tom Wallace, two of whom went to 
school to me. Mrs. Penney and 'Whi- 
ter now living in Hope, and Tom Wal- 
lis a big railroad man in the employ 
of the Iron Mountain Ry. Co. While 
teaching at that place I bought my 
first real estate in Hope, lots 1 and 5 
in the same block on which the school 
building stood. One of them, No. 1, 
block 51, I turned over to the con- 
tractor. In part payment for the build- 
ing of my present home. The other 


5 I sold to a mill company for 


lumber, which I gave to Mr. Cheat- 
riam to go into his dwelling. 


At the end of four years of my 


teaching in the Willis building, the 
Special School District of Hope had 
been formed and I was employed by 
the School Board to teach the first 
public school in Hope. The Presby- 
terians hod sold their church building 
which stood at the northwest corner 
of the present school block, on which 
is the High School building, and I 
taught the public school in that old 
church building, having with me some 
of my old teachers. Before the end of 
that school year, 1880-81, I was elected 
Mayor of Hope, and 
in connection 


with duties of the office of Mayor, I 
resumed the practice of law. 


Knowing that my former scholars 


would like to preserve a roll of stu- 
dents, which I prepared for our first 
reunion October 25, 1916, 1 append 
herewith the roll. I know it is fur 
from e complete list, yet it is as per- 
fect as I could make it, from the ma- 
terial I had, end from the memories of 
those who were nearly grown at the 
time I taught. 


Hoping that God will permit us to 


have other reunions und that He will 
bless abundantly those who are still 
on this side of the River, I present to 
you our school roll;

Biography 


Judge Alfred Holt 
Currigun 
was 


born in Alamnnce county, North Car- 
olina, on the 15th day of April, 1828, 
and 
is tit this writing, 88 years, G 


months and 16 days of age. His par- 
ents were of Scotch ancestry und the 
judge received the training usually 
yiven in Presbyterian families of his 
childhood days, and there, was im- 
bedded in his character that love and 
respect for them as the result of his! 
uarly training and God has blessed { 
hnn with long life, in fulfillment of 
the promise. His father, William A. 
Carrigon, wus born in Georgia in 1792, 
and his mother, Nancy M. (Holt) Car- 
rigan, was born in North Carolina in 
1809. 
She died there in 1841 and her 


husband came to Hempstead county, 
Ark., 
where 
he died in 1880. The 


Judge's father had been a cotton man- 
ufacturer, u merchant und a former 
and with his brother had factories in 
North Carolina, which they operated 
Trom 1837 to he moved to Arkansas In 
1852. 
The Judge's grandfather served 


n the Revolutionary War. He wus o 
[armer by occupation, a Presbyterian 
and..was pne.of .the^two laymen who 
was at the organization of Grange 
Presbytery, the oldest and one of the 
largest in the Southern Presbyterian 
church. The Judge's maternal grand- 
'ather, Hon. Michael Holt, was born in 
lorth Carolina, spent his life as a 
planter and served his state in the 
legislative Halls for several terms. 
The Judge was the oldest of the fam- 
ly of five sons and one daughter. His 
early training was on the farm und he 
las devoted all his whole life to that 
calling and he has been successful in 
making a good living at it, and has ac- 
cumulated quite a fortune, and in his 
old uge has the means to make htm 
omfortable. 
His eurly schooling was in the or- 


dinary country schools of that day. 
and North Carolina was noted then 
und is now for her great interest in 
he education of her boys und girls. 
After his preparatory training, he en- 
.ered the State University at Chapel 
iill, N. C., where he took the regular 
course of four years, graduating with 
lonors in 1850. In 1852 he came to 
iempstead county, Ark., on a pros- 
pecting tour, and being satisfied with 
his country, he invested in farms for 
lis father and brothers and returned 
o North Carolina to assist in moving 
he family to Arkansas. After getting 
settled and homes built, taking u bout 
hree years to make all preparations, 
le returned to North Carolina and WUH 
named to Miss Mary Elizabeth Moore 
on the 25th day of September. 1885. 
and returned to HtVnpslead county. 
By this union there were born to him 
nine children, seven sons und two 
daughters. Dr. Samuel M. Corrigan, 
who died in Hope. Ark., in March. 
1008; 
Hon. Alfred H. Carrigan, who 


graduated from the Arkansas State 
University at Fuyetteville, and from 
thu Law College at Lebanon, Tcim. 
and is now a successful lawyer of 
Wichita alls, Texas, and served in that 
Judicial District us the Circuit Judge 
for several terms; Miss Mary Curri- 
gan, now living with her brother in j 
Hope; Adolphus Carrigan, now on the 
farm between Hope and Washington; 
Dr. Pickney Carrigun, living and prac- i 
ticing his profession in Hope, and who 
has earned quite a reputation here, in 
Mexico and St. Louis, Mo., us u sur- 
geon; Miss Annie E. Currigun. who 
died in Hope in February. 1908; Wil- 
liam Carrigan, living now ut Mineral 
Wellf, Texas; John 
Carrigan, 
who 


died when i) years of uge, and Robert 
Carrigan. who died when ten months 
old. 
Mrs. Carrigan the mother, died 


in 1891 


Judge Carrigun is a part ol' the his- 


tory not only of Hope, but of Hemp- 
stead county und the Stale of Arkan- 
sas. He has been prominent not in the 
farm life only, but in the political, 
civil und religious life of the town, 
county and state. The wife of James 
K, Jones Jr. was 
delving 
recently j 


among the early records at Chapel' 
Hill und found the name of Alfred 
H. Carrigan. us one of the contritm-' 
tors to purchase a very fine Bible fur' 
the Presbyterian church. In religion,! 
he and his family followed in the 
steps of their ancestors and all have' 
been loyal to the Presbyterian church.' 
In civil life he has been a prominent' 
factor and the impress uf his splendid ! 
character has been made upon the 
people among whom he lived- In po- 
litical life he has been prominent. As 
a young man he was u candidate for

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(he legislature. He was, at that time. 
ftn old lino whin, the party of the great 
Henry Clay, of Kentucky, and at that 
timfc there was a political secret or- 
ItanwAtion known as tin- "No Noth- 
ing," and the Judge had the courage 
to come out openly and stand for the 
principles advocated by that party. 
The time was 1856, and he was de- 
feated. At the next election he was 
n candidate again for the Stale Sen- 
nlc and was elected and served four 
years. At the beginning of the Civil 
War he was a candidate for delegate 
to the Slate Secession Convention and 
;il the first was opposed to a separa- 
tion from the government. The Con- 
vention took a recess in February, 
iiiid convened again in June, and when 
i In: final vote was taken, it was un- 
Miimous for secession. 


The Judge went into the war as 


Lieutenant Colonel of the 20lh Ark. 
Infantry. After a short 
service 
he 


<-»ught the measles and came near to 
•IcHlh and was invalided home. Dur- 
ing the years 1866 and 
I8B7 he was 


the County Judge of Hcmpstead coun- 
ty and was elected again for the 
yctirs 1876 and 1877 and the records 
will show that he made his county 
<mc of her best judges. In 1884 he 
vsas again a candidate for the Lcgis- 
iHlure. wilh C. A. Bridewell for his 
male. Both were elected and served 
through the years 1885-1886. In all 
these political positions he was Iruc 
to his people and rendered them faith- 
ful and valuable service. 


After moving to Arkansas, one of 


his first investments was the pur- 
chase of the farm now being used by 
the 'county as a "poor 
farm," 
on 


which he lived tor a while, then in 
Washington till 1902. when ho moved 
to Hope and built the home he now 
fives in. As a farmer, the juftgc, as 
v.iis then and is now, devoted his tal- 
t nl.- to raising c-otlon, which he ship- 
lied to New Orleans by waler, from 
Kullon. on the Red River, and from 
f'Htmien. on ilic Ouachita River. The 
.iinlgc nnd his wife at times would go 
on the steamer to New Orleans down 
these rivers, which, at that early day, 
•ATre the ways to market for the farm 
H urlucls. there being no railroads in 


I lie state. 


Judge Carripan is the only one of 


liis father's family now living. His 
brother, Win. M.. died during thcCivil 
war; John M. was killed in the battle 
of Oak Hills; Robert A. a captain in 
llir Civil war, died at Washington in 
1877. and James E was killed at the 
battle of Lovcjoy Station, near Jones- 
boro, Ga. 


For more than a year the Judge 


hns been confined'to his home, com- 
l>clled thereto by sickness and a fall. 
In this affliction he has been uncom- 
plaining and receives his friends with 
ji cheerfulness that is wonderfll, and 
he enjoys the conversations, showing 
the most vivid memory of the inci- 
dents that have crossed his pathway. 


For forty years or more the writer 


has been a friend of Judge Carrigan 
and was his roommate while we were 
members of the Legislature, and I 
have found him ever a man, and with

Chapter l.i 


The Newspaper* 


The history of thr newspapers of 


Hope, is. in a went mca.surr. the his- 
tory of Claude McCorklr. and while 
it is not my intention, at this time, 
to write a history of his life, yet il 
will be impossible for me to write this 
chapter without frequent mention of 
him. 
I wish to give him aslor credit 


for the use of his memory, which is as 
vivid HS when these events occurred. 


The first newspaper ever started In 


Hope was "The Star of Hope." Col. 
Anson W. Hobson was the owner and 
editor, who had moved from Camdcn, 
Ark., and hnd brought Ibe printing 
office with him. He enmr lo Hope 
in Ihe fall of 1873. soon afler Ihe 
railroad got here anrl brought with 
him R. L. Whylc, generally known as 
Bob, for his printer and publisher. 
Bob had a considerable family and 
lived just across the street east of 
the school house, on South Hazel St. 
Col. Hobson was a doctor also and did 
some practice. His office was in Ihe 
rear end of Snm Bracy's Drug Store 
on Front street in Block 29 near the 
middle of Front Row. His printing 
office was in a small building north 
of A. Kyle's dwelling, about where 
the Oil Mill's cotton 
gin 
is now. 


When Sam Br«cy moved his drug 
-store to the building on Elm street, 
then on the same ground where Bat- 
tle St Crosnoc now have a drug store. 
Col. Hobson moved his printing office 
into the 
building vacated by Sam 


Bracy. Claude McCorklc moved from 
Camdcn. Ark., to Hope, and worked 
for Col. Hobson some months, doing 
his first work after learning his trade. 


Col. A. W. Hobson had been a cele- 


brated cavalry officer 
in the Civil 


war. as Colonel of Ihe 3rd Arknsas 
Cavalry. His rcgimcnl and the 8th 
Texas Cavalry fought together and 
became noled in both armies. When 
he started his paper in Hope he was 
getting well along in age and had left 
much of his work to his printers, yet 
the Star of Hope was a live-wire and 
Colonel continued to issue il until the 
second Court House election, when 
noted as one of the foremosl edilors 
in Ihe State of Arkansas, he was in- 
duced by the people of Washington 
to move there and assist Ed Givens. 
the cidlor of Ihe Southwestern Press, 
in the Court House fight. During his 


time away from Hop*- the material of 
the Star of Hope was unu.scd and the 
pnprr suspended 
This out was was 


finally sold to Charlie Adamson. who 
moved it down to Magnolia. Ark., and 
thus for * lime died tho first paper 
to t* published in Hope However, it 
was brought to life in IM9 by Claude 
McCorklc and has been published rr-g- 
uliirly up to the present date, and » 
complete file- of the issues, without a 
break, for tho past seventeen years, 
is preserved in the office of the paper 
and Clnudc McCorklc can be found 
there six days in the week rounding 
out a life well spent In his calling. 


The second paper 
established 
in 


Hope had as its sponsors Col. Jim Tom 
Story and Charley Blackburn. The 
former moved to Hope from Magnolia 
in 1874. just after the railroad was 
run into Tcxarkana; the latter came 
lo Hop* soon after from Homer. L«.. 
and they went into the businesi to- 
gether. Col. Story bought himself a 
home on the Block No. 1«. Beard's 
Addition. Ihc dwelling fronting Ihc 
Iron Mountain track, on Front street, 
near the dwelling occupied now by 
Mrs. 
Williams, built by S. P. Brund- 


idgr. Charley Blackburn lived with 
his father. Col. Blackburn, who occu- 
pied a dwelling about where is now 
tho dwelling of R. O. Bridewell. T1>c 
name of their rwpcr was "The Ho|w 
City Times." The printing office was 
in the upstairs of the Newt Liltlc 
building, which was about the middle 
of the front row on Block M, space 
now occupied by John Moses' transfer 
office 
and store room. The napei" 


was a neutral, independent one, but 
supported the Democratic ticket all 
the time. They published 
a 
Bcmi- 


wcckly in the busy seasons, an pub- 
lished alao a hand-around-sheet. giv- 
ing markets, sales, etc., a sheet 12x18. 
which was distributed by Col. Jim 
Tom Story in pcr»»n. During the life 
of this paper Col. Story printed H book 
of 120 pages, giving the advantages 
and resources of Hop*, several thou- 
sand copies of which were sent broad- 
cast throughout the United States, and 
a great, or the greatest, work in put- 
ting Hope on the map, and starling 
her to her present greatness. The 
paper wa» a real booster and contain- 
ed articles each wc«k lauding Hope. 
It also made agallant fight for the 
Court 
House 
removal. The 
hand- 


around sheet showed 
that for the 


years 1875 and 1178 here were ID.OOO 
bales of cotton shipped from Hope. 
Tliis sheet also showed that Hicks «t 
Thompson were the biggest buyers, 
with J. R. Cite*. Jake Powell, George 
Taylor and McNcal close followers. 


This paper also boosted the Beads- 


ley railroad out to the town of Wash- 
ington and into the black knd», and 
Col. 
Story and his wife were of the 


first to ride on this new railromd. 
The paper was printed on * W»«hing- 
ton hand press and Blackburn did the 
rolling. They had an old fashioned 
Rupglcs job press (none now in use), 
and a subscription list of 1580 sub- 
scribers. Judge Calvin Hcrvey was 


Siory moved to Hot Springs and went 
in with Charley Matthews, and also 
bought an interest 
in the Malveni 


Meteor with Sam F.mmerson. He is 
now living in Oklahoma and owns and 
edits 
llie 
Bokchito News. Charley 


Blackburn moved to Littlr Rock ;md. 
1 lliink is still liveing there. 


Claude McCorkln changed the name 


of the paper to Hempstcad County 
Record, and he continued to publish 
this paper t i l l about 18R.1. Some time 
before this. Col. A W. Hohson had 
moved to Hope and wishing to engage 
again in the business he bought the | 
Record from Claude McCorklr. He ' 
did not publish the paper but a few 
months before he died. He was buried 
in Cave Hill cemetery. It seems that 
while he was living in Washington he 
formed 
some 
connection 
with 
the j 


Eakin boys, 
for Julian and Percy j 


Eakin took charge of Hobson's paper. t 
changed the 
name 
to "The Pine 


Torch." and continued the paper for 
one year and sold it to Fred I. Dean 
anrl B. F. Kennedy, who were Repub- ' 
lican and they printed the only Re- i 
publican paper ever issued in Hope. 
This paper did not last long, for lack ' 
of support. Both men were smart j 
cnouch. and B. F. Kennedy had a win- ! 
ning way about him that made many ' 
friends, and succeeded in captivating 
one of our fine girls. Mirs Lyda Rain- 
ey. to whom he was married. After 
a few months of struggle, in the ef- 
fort to make a Republican paper go 
in Hope it was suspended and the 
outfit sold to Joe Pollard, who moved 
the material to Magnolia, Ark. 


After the second Court House elec- 


tion a new paper was started, by the 
Lowry brothers. John. Ab and James, 
named "The Hope 
News." These 


brothers were engaged in the practice 
of law, doing the only fire insurance 
then in Hope, selling real estate, col- 
lecting account1;, etc.. with an office 
about where the sample room of the 
Barlow Hotel is now. They published 
a live newspaper for three or four 
years, and then sold it. to Withers and 
Johnson. At that time Dr. H. R. 
Withers, one of the ablcsl ministers 
of the Methodist church in Arkansas, 
was the pastor of the Hope church, 
and it was his son who bought from 
the 
Lowry 
brothers. Withers 
and 


Johnson changed the name of the pa- 
per to "The Telegraph." They failed 
to make it go and begun to dicker 
with Claude McCorklc for a sale to 
him. 
At that time C. A. Bridewell 


was the attorney at Hope for the St. 
Louis Type Foundry and held a lien 
on the paper outfit and when he re- 
quired a settlement of the matter a 
trade was made with 
Claude 
Mc- 


Corkle. Before this trade was con- 
summated, the paper was not issued, 
and for several weeks Hope was with- 
out a newspaper. 
McCorklc changed 


the name of this paper to "The Hope 
Mercury" and made a live paper of it, 
doing, as he has always done, the very 
best for the upbuilding of Hope. 
In 


1884 
he sold the outfit to James H. 


Belts, who chanced the name to '"The

During his time with the 
Gazelle he printed the whole of the 
New Testament After his death his 
widow sold the paper to Purkins & 
Gates, the proprietors of the Arkansii* 
Evening Herald, and they arc now is- 
suing Uic Hope Gazette as a weekly 
and arc continuing it fully up to the 
standard.

Protcslant 
Episcopal church 


owned Lot 3 in Block 22. this having 
been donated to them by Allen and 
Marquard. but desiring to build at 
another location, they, by and through 
Judson T. West and S. A. Knighton, 
wardens, and Moses H. Barlow, Gco. 
R. Ruffin and Robert E. Ryan as ves- 
trymen of St. Mark's church, trustees 
for the said church, for the consider- 
ation of $1000 sold said Lot 3 to the 
Right Rcverencd Edward Filzgerald, 
commonly known as Ihe Bishop of 
Little Rock, Ark., and his heirs and 
assigns. The deed to this property is 
dated July 7, 1902. and the lot is lo- 
cated at the Northeasl corner of Ihe 
Band Park. There was a nice church 
building already on Ihe lol and for 
about seven years Ihe Calholic con- 
gregation worshiped al that place. 


Block No. 59, which had been deed- 


ed by Patrick Donnelly, on January 
21. 1875 to Edward Fitzgerald, known 
as the Bishop of Litlle Rock. Ark., 
was sold, part on July 11. 1899. lo J. 
P. Hcrvey. and part on July 2, 1890, lo 
Mrs Kathcrin Forney. 


There was another piece of property 


which belonged to this church, but 
was never used for church purposes. 
It is Lot No. 9, in Block No. 37, on Ihe 
corner of Elm and Soulh Third street, 
just north across the strct from the 
Episcopal church building. TMs lot 
was sold by Edward Filzgerald lo Mrs. 
Frances M. Black. March 24, 1902. 


Desiring a location for their church 


near the School of 
the 
Sisters 
of 


Mercy. Lots number 9. 10, 11. 12. in 
Block number 19 were purchased in 
Brookwoorl Addition, from L. A. Fos- 
ter, and Eliza Foster, his wife, and 
the Lot 3, in Block 22. where 
the 


frame church stood, was sold. These 
lots are situated on East Third Ave- 


tuic. just East of tho home of Mr. i 
Walker and just West of the home of i 
K. G. McRac. 
, 


On tho west end of these lots a very 


handsome brick church building has . 
been erected, and a very comfoftable t 
one-story frame dwelling 
for 
the ; 


Priest, built just south of the ehurch 
building. This property was bought! 
on June 22. 1911. Since the building of , 
tho school and church buildings, a \ 
good number of members from other i 
parts of Arkansas and from many of i 
the states have come to make Hope 
and Hempstead county their home. 
These new comers have settled partly 
inside the corporate limits, and partly 
on farms near Hope, that they might 
have the benefits of both school and 
church, and they constitute some of 
our best farmers and citizens. 


A number of sisters, who for many 


years had conducted a school and 
were members of Annie Mark's So- 
ciety, camcto Hope, hunting for a 
new location for their school. This 
band of Sisters was headed by Sister 
Thomason. president of the Society. 
After several visits and examination 
of several pieces of property which 
were offered lo them. Sister Thoma- 
son bought from C. P. Bridewell and 
Leila Bridewell, his wife. Lots 1. 2. 3. 
4. 5, 6. 9, 10. 11. 12 in Block No. 2. in 
Brookwood Addition, which is all of 
said Block except Lots 7 and 8. which 
belong to .jessc N. Riley. on which is 
his dwelling. The deed to these Lois 
was made to Eleanor Kearney (Sister 
Thomason) and was dated the 24th 
day of July, 1909. Eleanor Kearney 
then deeded the property lo St. Rose 
Academy on July 11. 1910. St. Rose 
Academy, to secure the grantor, exe- 
cuted a ded of trust to Eleanor Kear- 
ney, dated July 12. 1910. As soon as 
the property was bought, the contract 
was let for the erection of the build- 
ings now on said Block and a school 
was opened as soon as the buildings 
were ready for occupation. This prop- 
erty was bought during the $80,000 
boosting period in Hope's history and 
those in charge of said scheme agreed 
and did give these Sisters help in the 
construclion of their buildings. St. 
Rose Academy was a well conducted 
school and continued for over one 
year, or until August, 1911. On August 
3. 1911, Eleanor Kearney executed a 
Release Deed to St. Rose Academy, 
and then St. Rose Academy sold the 
property to the Sisters of Mercy of 
the Female Academy, of Little Rock, 
Ark.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con. 


gress has sent to the White 
House for President Johnson's 
certain signature a bill to raise 
the national debt limit on Satur* 
day to $358 billion, highest ceil* 
ing in history. 


The measure, which Johnson 


asked for and Is certain to sign 
into law by Friday - when the 
current $336«billion temporary 
ceiling expires - would raise 
the limit another $7 billion to 
$365 billion on July 1,1968. 


In practical terms, the pro* 


posed over-all increase in the 
ceiling represents the amount of 
cash it would take to buy 9 mil* 
lions cars costing $3,000 each or 
more 
than 1.2 million homes 


priced at $22,000 each. 


The Senate cleared the legis- 


lation to the White House late 
Tuesday on a 60-30 vote after an 
afternoon 
of debate in which 


administration forces narrowly 


beat off several amendments. 


Had any of these been adopt* 


ed, the bill would have been 
forced into conference with the 
House, causing; uncertainty as 
to whether it could have gone to 
Johnson before Congress begins 
its Kkfoy July 4th recess Thurs* 


The measure will bring an 


immediate $22*billion increase 
in the debt ceiling. 
Tti« temporary $336 -billion 
limit e*pires Friday midnight. 
Without the bill, the ceiling 
would revert on Saturday to the 
permanent debt limit of $285 
billion, established in 1959. 


This would mean the govern- 


ment would be insolvent, since 
the actual debt will be an esti* 
mated $32? billion as of Satur- 
day. 


The full $80*billlon increase in 


the permanent ceiling provided 
by the bill when the $36 5 -billion 
limit goes into effect In mid-1969 
Is the second largest In history. 
During World War II, Congress 
voted an $85-bllllon hike.

at least until August, even if 
Johnson were to send to Capitol 
Hill legislation spelling out his 
tax proposals—which he has not 
done.

months later. 


The House Ways and Means
